RESTAURANT MAN 
SKILLED BY GAS 


Found by Son in Kitchen of 
Home—Apparently Faint- 
ed After Turning on a 
Stove. 


ACCIDENT VERDICT © 
GIVEN AT INQUEST 


Had Been Assistant Man- 
ager of Congress Hotel in 
Chicago — Recently Be- 
came II] at Work. 


Edward A. Benish, president of 
the Benish Restaurant Co., was 


found. dead in his home at 6338 
Washington boulevard, University 
City, at 7 o'clock last night, seated 
near the kitchen stove which had 
an unlit gas burner turned on un- 
der a kettle of water. 
A verdict of accidental asphyxi- 
ation was returned at a Coroner's 
inquest at Overland today. 
Robert, his 18-year-old son, dis- 
covered the body when he detected 
the odor of gas as he returned 
home with his mother, two sisters, 
and Arthur B. Schneithorst, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the company, aft- 
er they had dined at the restau- 
rant at 725 Olive street, as was 
their custom on their cook’s day 
out, 
Dr. P. C. Barnes, the family phy- 
sician, of 6312 Washington boule- 
vard, and the inhalator squad from 
the University City Fire Depart- 
ment, attempted to revive him. 
Mr. Benish, who was 62 years 
old and was a St. Louis restaura- 
teur for 15 years, fainted in his 
restaurant at Eighth and Olive 
streets about two months ago, his 
son said, and complained Tuesday 
of feeling badly. Members of the 
family said they thought he fainted 
in attempting to light the _ stove. 
Several burnt matches were found 
by the burner. The gas, escaping 
through swinging doors leading to 
the kitchen, permeated the house. 
Mr. Benish, who conducted a 
cafeteria at 710 Olive street and a 
restaurant at 210 North Broadway, 
opened his first restaurant here 
after serving for three years as 
manager of the Sunset Hills Coun- 


try Club. He was a former presi- 
dent of the St. Leuis Restaurant 
Association. 


Coming to the United States from 
his birthplace at Prague, then in 
Austria, as a youth of 19, Benish 
started as a busboy in a New York 
hotel and rose to be one of the 
best known restaurateurs in the 
country. He became a steward in 
the old Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in 
New York and later went to the 
Hotel Sinton, in Cincinnati. He 
left the Sinton to become assistant 
manager of the Congress Hotel, 
Chicago, coming here in 1913. 
From the day he opened his first 
restaurant, he worked day and 
night, Schneithorst said, even help- 
ing in the kitchen during rush 
hours.

MEN WhO FIRED PRISON 
ASK FOR QUICK DEAT 


Two Ohio Convicts Will Plead 
Guilty if Promised Imme- 
diate Electrocution. 


By the Associated Press, 

COLUMBUS, O., April 3.—A 
promise of immediate death in the 
electric chair will bring a guilty 
plea Monday from two Ohio Peni- 
tentiary convicts who confessed 
they fired the prison, resulting in 
the death of 320 convicts. 

The prisoners, Clinton Grate and 
Hugh Gibson, indicted for first-de- 
gree murder on six counts, told 
Prosecutor Donald Hoskins and 
newspaper men today they would 
plead guilty when arraigned Mon- 
day, if the Prosecutor could guar- 
antee they would be sentenced and 
electrocuted immediately. ‘Under 
the circumstances what else can 
we do?” asked the convicts in uni- 
son. 

Gibson said “We don’t want to 
go back to the penitentiary. We've 
been there for nine years and 
know what it’s like.” Asked if he 
feared other prisoners would turn 
on them if they were placed in the 
penitentiary he said, “No,: it’s not 
the prisoners, but the officials 
we’re afraid of. Anyway, we would 
never get out, if we got life sen- 
tences. It would never be forgot- 
ten and we'd have to live there the 
rest of our lives.”

HORACE KEPHART 
AUTHOR, KILLED 


Ex-Librarian in St. Louis 
and Fiswoode Tarleton, 
Who Wrote ‘“‘Bloody 
Ground,” Are Victims.

BRYSON CITY, N. C., April 3.— 
Horace Kephart, former librarian 
of the Mercantile Library of St. 
Louis, and Fiswoode Tarleton, nov- 
elist, were killed in an automobile 
accident near this place last night. 

Mr. Kephart, a resident of the 


Great Smoky Mountain region since 
1904, was the author of “Our 
Southern Highlanders,” and of 
books on camping and outdoor life. 
He took~a leading part in the 
movement which resulted in the 
creation of the Great Smoky Na- 
tional Park. 

Mr. Tarleton was his grest. His 
home was in Decatur, Ga., and he 
was the author of “Bloody 
Ground,” recently published Ken- 
tucky feud novel. 

The two were riding in a hired 
automobile, driven by R. B. Brown. 
The machine left the highway at 
Ela, five miles east of Bryson City, 
and upset. The‘ passengers were 
killed outright. 

Known Here as Authority on Camp 
Life and Firearms. 

Horace Kephart was 68 years 
old. He was a graduate of a Penn- 
sylvania college, took post- -gradu- 
ate work in Cornell University, and 
was an assistant in the Yale Uni- 
versity library befoge becoming li- 
brarian of the Mercantile Library 
here, in 1891. 

While in St. Louis he was known 
‘as ah authority on camp life, wild 
places and firearms. When, in 
1904, ill health compelled him to 
abandon library work, he went to 
the region which he then called 
“Far Appalachia,” which was his 
“thomie for the rest of his life. 

He regained his health in the 
mountains, but did not return to 
metropolitan fife. He moved into 
Bryson City, and living in the local 
hotel, wrote books and magazine 
articles. Bryson City elected him 
chairman of its Board of Alder- 
men, and for years honored him as 
its foremost citizen. 

The story of Mr; Kephart, as “The 
Man Who Has Lived Two Lives,” 
appeared in the Post-Dispatch Sun- 
day Magazine in 1926. An article 
by him, desoribing “The Ideal One- 
Man Camp Kit,” appeared in the 
magazine later. 

He is survived by his widow and 
seven children, now grown. ‘The 
family had not lived with him 
since he left St. Louis. Two sons 
live in Washington, and one of 
these, Leonard Wheeler Kephart,

JEFFERSON CITY, April 3.— 
The impeachment trial of State 
Treasurer Larry Brunk will not be 
begun by the Senate until all leg- 
islative matters have been dis- 
posed of, the Senate yesterday af- 
ternoon having voted Brunk 30 
days’ time in which to file his an- 
swer to the articles of impeach- 
ment. 

This fixes May 2 4s the time for 
the answer, after which the mana- 
gers appointed by the House to 
conduct the prosecution probably 
will have five days in which to 
file a reply. The Senate will then 
fix the date for trial. 

It is expected the Senate will 


conclude its legislative work by 
April 18, when, it is probable, an 
adjournment will be taken. In this 
event, the date for the trial proba- 
bly will be set for about May 6 
or 7. 

Brunk appeared before the Sen- 
ate yesterday with his attorney, 
John G. Madden of Kansas City, 
who entered a plea of not guilty 
for the Treasurer and asked for 30 
days in which to file his answer. 
After much discussion this time 
was allowed. 

Senator Gordon, majority floor 
leader, and several other Senators 
attempted to limit the time to 10 
days, Gordon introducing a resolu- 
tion setting April 13 as the day for 
the answer. Various other dates 
up to April 23 were suggested in 
amendments to the Gordon resolu- 
tion, but after Madden had insisted 
that he would need the 30 days he 
had asked, and after he had stated 
that the House managers, who 
were familiar with the evidence, 
had agreed that he would need 
that amount of time, the Senate 
voted it on motion of Senator Ca- 
Bey. 

Madden was prepared yesterday 
to ask for an order giving him ac- 
cess to the evidence in the posses- 
sion of the House managers and 
State officials, but was relieved of 
that necessity when Gov. Caulfield, 
Finance Commissioner Cantley and 
the House managers assured him 
he would be permitted to examine 
all records in the possession of 
State officials and that he would 
be given access to the complete 
testimony taken by the House 
Committee which investigated the 
Brunk case and which submitted 
the resolution recommending im- 
peachment. 

Extra Pay Stricken Out. 

The House today approved an ap- 
propriation of $40,000 for expenses 
of the impeachment trial of Brunk, 
but struck out of the appropriation 
@ provision which would have au- 
thorized extra compensation for the 
Senators and the House impeach- 
ment managers during the trial. 
The appropriation item was in a 
general appropriation bill engrossed 
by the House. 

The appropriation item, as rec- 
ommended by the House Appropri- 
ations Committee, provided pay of 
$10 a day for the 34 members of 
the Senate while sitting as a court 
lf impeachment, and pay of $15 a 
day for the six Representatives 
who were elected by the House as 
ynanagers td prosecute the case be- 
fore the Senate. 

Members of the Legislature now 
@re receiving $1 a day, under the 
constitutional provision that for a 
regular session, such as this one, 
the pay of the legislators shall be 
35 a day for the first 70 days and 
$1 a day thereafter. Attorneys 
have expressed doubt that any pro- 
vision could be made for paying 
the Senators and the House man- 
agers any extra compensation dur- 
ing the trial because of the consti- 
tutional provision. 


Covers Withess Fees. 


The House adopted an amend- 
ment by Representative Whitaker 
of Hickory County, which struck 
out the provision for the extra 
compensation. The appropriation, 
which also must be approved by 
-the Senate, wil] cover witness fees, 
travel expense, pay of necessary 
employes, the $1 per diem of the 
Senators and the House managers 
and other expenses of the trial. 

Representative Limbaugh of 
Cape Girardeau, one of the im- 
peachment managers, told the 
House the appropriation was a rea- 
gonable one. He said the im- 
peachment of former Gov. Walton 
of Oklahoma cost $150,000, that 
the impeachment ef Gov. Ferguson 
of Texas cost $325,000 and that 
the impeachment of Gov. Sulzer of 
New York cost $325,000. 

The House rejected a proposal 
that the bill also provide for pay- 

ment of Brunk’s attorneys. Lim-

U, $. EXPORTS TO RUSSIA 
LAST YEAR $149,222,371 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The 
United States led the world in the 
value of its sales to Soviet Russia 
in the fiscal year 1929-30. 

The Russian section of the Com- 
merce: Denartment today fixed the 
value of American exports to Rus- 
Sia at $149,222,371, most of which 
was industrial and farm machinery 
for the five-year economic plan. 
Germany ranked second in sales 
and England third. 

The Russians sold $31,017,050 
worth of goods in this country, 
chiefly lumber, including pulpwood 
which recently was barred on the 
ground that it Bad been produced 
by convict labor, coal, matches and 
similar products. 

Shipments of industrial equip- 
ment from the United. States to- 
taled $46,049,487, or about 60 per 
cent more than in the previous 
year. Agricultural machinery and 
supplies for Russian collective 
farms totaled $71,119,489, of which 
$64,027,489 was for tractors. The 
sale of tractors was approximately 
three times as large as in the pre- 
vious year. Many combines used 
for wheat harvesting also were ex- 
ported.

& Ohio and the Alton Railroad 
Co., the latter formed as a holding 
concern, contended that there were

Two damage suits, asking a total

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CAPONE VAGRANCY 
CHARGE FAILS FOR 
LAGK OF EVIDENGE 


No: Chicago Policeman In- 

timate Enough With 
“Scarface Al” to Testify 
to His Activities. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, April 3.—Charges of 
vagrancy against “Scarface” Al 
Capone, gang leader, were dis- 
missed today. The prosecutors 
said they could find no policeman 
intimate enough with Capone’s ac- 
tivities to testify to his vagrancy. 

Capone in court posed for the 
photographers. 

It was during his retent trial for 
contempt of Federal Court, for 
which a six-month jail term was 
imposed, that Capone had his first 
appearance in the Municipal Court 
as an alleged vagrant. The war- 
rant had been issued by Judge 
John H., Lyle last fall when Capone 
was given position No. 1 on the 
Crime Comimssion’s roster of ‘‘pub- 
lic enemies.”’ 


The prosecutors asked leave to 
file an amended bill of complaint 
and when this was brought in Po- 
liceman Roy Van Herik, signer of 
the warrant, acknowledged that he 
could not, of his own knowledge, 
swear to Capone’s lack of legiti- 
mate employment and failure to 
provide for his family. 

“Have you found a policeman: 
who can testify?’’ Judge Frank M. 
Padden inquired. 

Harry Ditchburne and Frank 
Mast, Assistant State’s Attorneys, 
said they had failed and that evi- 
dence within the 18-month statu- 
tory limitation was lacking. ‘They 
moved to dismiss the charges. 


Capone, smiling, free of any 


State charge, walked out with his 
escort of detectives. 

Only five minutes elapsed from 
the moment .Capone entered the 
courtroom until his dismissal. Nei- 
ther he nor his attorneys was re- 
quired.to utter a word. |

what he thought of the Léo Broth- 
ers trial. 

“IT think it’s the biggest frameup 
I ever saw,” observed Capone,

$94,788 in January. Only $51,586 
was spent for relief in March, 
1930. 
11,480 Families Aided. 

About 11,480 families were aided 
last month, as compared to 10,978 
in February and 9832 in January. 


The situation of an increase in re- 
lief in March of this year, an ab- 
normal ‘condition, is explained in 
the fact that more &’&nd more fami- 
lies are becoming underfed and are 
facing eviction, according to Mrs.

July 1 Set for Completion of Proj- 
ect for Carrying Natural Sup- 
‘ ply 980 Miles. 

NEW YORK, April 3.—Chicago 
housewives soon will be cooking 
meals with Texas gas. July 1 has 
been set for completion of the Iast 
link in the world’s largest natural 
gas pipe line project.’ When the 
last piece of pipe has been iaid, 
natural gas from the Amarillo 
field will serve throughout the 
980-mile line to greater Chicago 
and adjoining territory. 

Under the terms, a_ contract

A FORWARD STEP FOR ST. LOUIS? ~ 
In a letter to members of the Legislature urging 
passage of the terminable permit bill of the street 
railway company, the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce says that passage of the bill would be “a dis- 
tinct forward step for St. Louis.” 

This is the same Chamber of Commerce that sup- 
ported a similar “forward step” for St. Lotis when 
the Jake Newman outfit attempted to sweep the City 
Charter aside and turn the streets over in perpetuity 
to transportation profiteers. So far from being a 
forward step for the city, the bill now before the 
Legislature proposes to take the community back to 
an antiquated practice which has at last brought 
transportation to its present chaotic condition. One 
of the franchises the street railways has now, and 
under which its genera] manager says it is operat- 
ing, was secured chiefly by bribery and corruption. 
It regulted in the famous boodle expose which made 
famous the late Joseph W. Folk. Men went to pris- 
on. Others fled to foreign countries. Finally, a prop- 
erty capitalized at $110,000,000 went into receivership 
and was sold to the present owners for $49,100,000. 
Investors who had put their money into $41,000,000 
worth of the company’s secuMties lost everything. 
The terminable permit bill now before the Legisla- 
ture differs from the bill of two years ago only in 
meeting the Governor’s objection as to the Charter 
and in its obvious intent to deceive the people of St. 
Louis in the matter of home rule. That is, the act 
would limit the franchise to 50 years. It would 
also make it possible for the city to create a local 
transit commission. The local transit commission 
would have no control over service and fares. We 
have shown a hundred times how utterly powerless 
all such commissions are, whether in the State or the 
city, when the utilities have franchises. The fram- 
ers of the bill are therefore not sincere in making 
it appear that home rule and franchises can be made 
compatible. They are absolutely incompatible. 

The Chamber of Commerce affects to believe that 
to give the street railway company this franchise 
extension would benefit the downtown district. How 
would it benefit the downtown district? Would the 
company’s service be any better? We deny that it 
would. The company wants a franchise, not for the 
benefit of the people of St. Louis, but for the benefit 
of Mr. Newman and his associates. They thought to 
buy the property at a bargain price and resell it to 
the investing public at a profit to themselves. They 
were playing the odious franchise racket, and when 
they failed to get what they wanted they were caught 
in their own net. When the Chamber of Commerce 
says that to pass the bill at Jefferson City would be 
a forward step for St. Louis, it means that this might 
be a means of extricating Mr. Newman and his associ- 
ates with a profit from the mess into which they have 
got themselves. This is not a nice role for the Cham- 
ber of Commerce to play, but it is the one it has 
played ever since Mr. Newman interested local people 
in his plans to exploit the St. Louis street railway. In 
the battle of two years ago over a former bill almost 
the entire financial strength of the city was ranged 
upon the side of these profiteers. 

A franchise extension for Mr. Newman and his as- 
sociates would be a backward step for St. Louis. It 
would be to continue the exploitation of a great city, 
a story which would grace one of the detective mag- 
azines. The Legislature should be above lending it- 
self to such a sordid purpose. The street railway com- 
pany says it cannot get money for improvements un- 


til its franchises are extended. The franchises it has 
now have years to run. Some of the company’s own 
officers claim one of them does not expire until 1948. 
We can believe that the company has difficulty bor- 
rowing money. But if Mr. Newman and his associ- 
ates operated the property for profit upon their acttal 
investment in it, the company’s credit should be good 
enough for every business purpose. Unfortunately, 
their chief interest in it is to exploit it. That is al- 
ways the interest of franchise grabbers. It has been 
so in St. Louis for more than 30 years. That is why 
Mayor Miller and all but one of the 28 members of 
the Board of Aldermen have publicly declared for 
home rule over transportation. The company’s parent, 
or holding company, itself invested $2,500,000 in the 
local bus line, which has no franchise. In so doing 
it belied its own representation. 

The Legislature should kill the terminable permit 
bill. It designs only evil upon the people of St. Louis. 
The Legislature’s business is to protect the people of 
the State, a responsibility which’ is just as great 
within the city as without.

How British Laymen Reformed the: Law 


Popular agitation against American procedural archaisms similar to England's campaign 
which began more than century ago; press and public fought legal abuses, uphelJ 
by lawyers and judges; when bar and bench failed to act, laymen took charge and 
modernized system; quick justice made possible by elimination of technicalities,

tional organization of outstanding busi- 

ness and professional men, has for sev- 
eral years past taken a yearly vote of its 
members on the most important public 
question before the country. For the last 
two years the vote has placed “administra- 
tion of justice’ at the head of the list. 
There is much significance to be attached 
to this vote. The subject is one that the 
average person is likely to regard as too 
technical and tiresome to think about. But 
there is no doubt that the nation-wide cam- 
paign that is constantly being waged by 
the press against the evils of our compli- 
cated machinery for administering justice 
is having ita effect. 

One of the most effective arguments used 
in favor of legal reforms is that we derived 
our systems in use in the various states 
largely from the common law and rules of 
chancery in England, and that while En- 
gland has long since discarded them, un- 
fortunately we retain many of these rules. 

The press campaign in this country for 
procedural reforms, and the apparent in- 
terest it is creating among the people gen- 
erally brings to the fore the history of 
events in England which resulted in- dis- 
carding the old and adopting a modern sys- 
tem. They experienced the same type of 
opposition over there that we have in this 
country, but as soon as the people under- 
stood the issues, the fight was won. One 
cannot read the record of the early strug- 
gle in England for reforms in legal pro- 
cedure without taking off his hat to the 
newspapers.

The 
lawyers in Parliament secured the appoiht- 
ment of various commissions to investigate 
the administration of justice, The first of 
these was appointed by the Crown in 1850, 
consisting of the Attorney-General, ~ four 
Queen’s Councillors and two barristers, a 
legal commission throughout, but the lay- 
men in Parliament objected to the profes- 
sional personnel and this resulted in adding 
two business men to the commission. The 
principle of lay representation has ever 
since been recognized on such commissions. 
Indeed, the legal profession has been almost 
completely excluded from such pommissions 
in recent years, as sentiment in the country 
has been brought to the view that the legal 


profession could not be trusted to reform - 


its own methods.

In 1909 a commission of 10 had but one 
lawyer member. The Royal Commission, 
appointed In 1918, was composed of two 
lawyers, one Judge and eight laymen. Even 
this minority representation was strenuous- 
ly objected to. One*member of the Com- 
mons said in debate: “I am not complain- 
ing about the Roya] Commission except that 
I agree that there ought never to have 
been any lawyers put upop it. You ought 
to take the Jawyers as witnesses, but to 
make them judges is ridiculous.” 

Thus, it was that the bur:ness men of 
England took away from the legal profes- 
sion the cumbersome legal machinery which 
had all but paralyzed the business of the 
courts and, instead of protecting the per-

NEW YORK, April 3.—X-rays 
used to examine great paintings

WEST VIRGINIA MINERS 


Union Officer Repeats Story 
of Distress Given to Senate 
Committee. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 3.—B. A. 


Scott, vice president of the West 
Virginia Mine Workers’ Union, to- 
day appealed in person to the Red 
Cross for aid for suffering miners 
in his State. 

Appearing before Vice Chairman 
Fieser, Scott presented virtually 
the same description he had given 


the Senate Unemployment Insur- 
ance Committee yesterday. He 
asked for a Red Cross investigat- 
ing committee to go to West Vir- 
ginia immediately and “‘see condi- 
tions for yourself.” 

Scott reiterated his statement 
made before the Senate Committee 
that repeated appeals to the State 
Red Cross in Charleston, W. Va., 
had failed to obtain aid. He pic- 
tured a populace in dire distress 
in West Virginia's isolated mining 
regions, unable to aid themselves 
because “the coal companies own 
everything.” 

These people, Scott sald, seldom 
saw money, their medium of ex- 
change being tin scrip circulated by 
the coal companies. They were un- 
able to raise gardens, he said in re- 
sponse to queries from Fieser, be- 
cause “they can’t stay long enough 
to reap the things they plant.” e 

“The children have no kind of 
proper nourishment,” Scott said. 
“They have no milk but canned 
milk, no food but coarse food, flour. 
potatoes, pinto beans and sowbelly. 
They never have any fruit except 
evaporated fruit.” 

“The working classes in West 
Virginia don’t know what the Red 
Cross means as a relief agency,” 
he said. “They have heard that it 
helps tn drouth relief, but that is 
about all.” 

Scott estimated at least $300,000 
must be contributed to prevent 
“frightful suffering in Southern 
West Virginia.” 

Fieser said today the conditions 
referred to yesterday did not come 
within the province of the Nation- 
al Red Cross. Fieser said the whole 
tradition of the organization was to 
deal with disasters and not loca! 
industrial distresses. Local chaps 
ters, he said, had wide discretion. 


Says Scrip Is Given Both to Idle 
and Working Miners. 

CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 3. 
— Duncan C. Kennedy, Secretary of 
the Kanawha Coal Operators’ As- 
sociation, criticising a statement in 
the Washington hearing that the 
Cabin Creek Consolidated Coal Co.

Lead in 19 of 24 Lines and Do 78 Pct. 
of Nation’s Retail Business. 


By the Associated Press, 


NEW YORK, April 3.—Indepen- 
dents, not chain stores, dominate 
the field in 19 of 24 divisions in 
the retail field, M. M. Zimmerman, 
merchandising consultant, reports 
after a year’s investigation. 

Zimmerman thinks the indepen- 
dent will maintain his supremacy, 
although, he said, the chain store 


|} has an important function and is 


here to stay. 

In classifying the retail systems, 
comprising -7837 chain systems 
with 200,000 unit. retail outlets, 
and the 1,264,000 independent re- 
tail outlets, Zimmerman. gives his 
opinion of the comparable position 
of the chain and the independent 
in each. The. independents are 
predominant in 19; the chains, in 
three; in one thé balance is nearly 
even, and in the twenty-fourth— 
the department stores—the chain 
problem is not important. 

How Trade Is Divided. 

The independents are responsi- 
ble for 78 per cent of the volume 
of the country’s retail trade, as 
compared with 22 per cent for the 
chains.

have presented most problems, ef- 
ficient independent merchants are 
waging a successful fight. By or- 
ganizing in groups, pooling their 
buying, and planning co-operative 
advertising and by adopting chain 
methods of store and merchandise 
display, the independent merchants 
are only overcoming the advan- 
tage the chain store is presumed 
to enjoy, but are creating advan- 
tages for themselves which the 
chain is not able to offset. 

“The wide-awake merchant is 
making use of the priceless weapon 
of personality which he long neg- 
lected, and which the chain even 
with its high powered organization 
has so far not been able to devel- 
op.” 

Where Independents Lead. 

There is no chain problem, he 
says, in building materials, elec- 
trical appliances, genera] stores, 
jewelry and millinery, auto acces- 
sories are predominantly indepen- 
dent. Bakers are also independent, 
but face increasing competition 
from the chain food stores. Com- 
petition in cigars and tobacco con- 
sists chiefly in price cutting, but the 
independents are more than hold- 
ing their own. 

Cleaning and dyeing and “confec- 
tionery are still dominated by the 
independent. Independents also 
lead in the drug store field, but the 
chain sets the pace in price cut- 
ting. Five and 10 cent stores are 
controlled by the chains, though 
the independents enjoy most of the 
chains’ buying advantage. Florists 
and furniture dealers have little to 
fear. from chains. . 

Small Grocers Hardest Hit. 

Chains have presented the most 
difficult problem to the indepen 
dent in groceries, where he suffered 
most. Gasoline filling stations, 
chain controlled, are subsidiaries of 
the oil refiner. Hardware does not 
lend itself to chain expansion. 
Chain competition is gradually be- 
ing eliminated from the men’s fur- 
nishing and clothing field, Zimmer- 
man thinks, by the higher type 
of independent’s personal service. 

The system of radio distribu- 
tion, largely centrolled by the man- 
ufacturer, has not gone in for 
chains. There is no chain compe- 
tition in paint and wall paper. 
Sporting goods dealers have price 
competition with mail order houses, 
but very little with chains. While 
chains presented many difficult 
price problems in the shoe field, 
Zimmerman thinks the independent 
is overcoming them with manufac- 
turers’ aid.

ATLERTES CLASH 
WITH PARTY REBELS 


German Fascists Loyal 
Leader Are Ejected From 
Berlin Headquarters. 


to 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Apri 3.—A lively clash 


eccurred here last night when fol- 
lowers of Adolph Hitler, National 
Socialist, or Fascist leader, tried 


to force an entrance into the party 
headquarters, which was held by 
500 supporters of Walter Stennes, 
who was ousted Wednesday as 
generalissimo of the party's “storm 
troops” of Northern Germany. 

The Hitlerites were ejected from 
the building on a side street near 
Friedrichstrasse, a main thorough- 
fare, amid great confusion as _ to 
who belonged to which faction. 
Police had difficulty in keeping 
traffic lanes clear. 

Order was restored after the 
Stennes men abandoned the head- 
quarters and opened a new office 
a short distance away. They left 
the staff of the Der Angriff, Na- 
tionalist Socialist newspaper, in 
charge of the old premises. 

Hitler’s Party Strugzgie. 


Following the removal of Stennes 
as generalissimo, Hitler, who a 
short time ago seemed about to 
become dictator of all Germany, 
has been fighting to maintain order 
in his party. He appealed to Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, his right-hand 
man, to take hold of the situation 
in the North and purge the party 
of all malcontents. 

While the Berlin headquarters 
were in the hands of followers of 
Stennes, who slammed the door 
against the successor appointed for 
Stennes, a statement was issued de- 
nouncing Hitler. This was signed 
by the deposed generalissimo and 
leaders of the Northern “storm 
troops. This indicated that the 
revolt was not confined to Berlin. 

Warning Against Newspaper. 

Party leaders in Berlin who are 
still faithful to Hitler have pub- 
lished a warning that the newspa- 
per, Der Angriff, previously the 
“Nazi” organ here, must no longer 
be regarded as the official mouth- 
piece since followers of Stennes 
had installed themselves in the 
newspaper offices and were “ter- 
rorizing” the staff. 

“Legal steps will be taken to end 
this situation,” the statement add- 
ed. The “faithfuls” added that 
virtually the entire party remains | 
loyal to Hitler. They condemned 
the revolt as a “betrayal.” 

The break between Hitler and 
Stennes resulted from the policy of 
the former in attempting to keep 
the Nationalist Socialist movement 
within the law. Der Angriff pub- 
lished a statement that under Hit- 
ler the party's leadership has oo 3 
come so “milk-and-waterish” that | 
many of the party \ leaders were 
joining with the Communists. 


NEGRO KILLS GEORGIA SHERIFF, 
POSSE HUNTS HIM IN SWAMP 


Prisoner Seized Officer’s Pistol and 
Fired; Reported Surrounded 
by Pursuers.

FAIRBURN, Ga., April 3.—A 
Negro prisoner seized a revolver 
from Sheriff T. W. Camp, shot him 
to death in the courthouse here to- 
day and fled with a posse close on 
his heels. 

The fugitive later was reported 
surrounded in a swamp by a crowd 
of armed citizens and his capture 
was expected. The Negro was 
waiting in the Sheriff's office for 
transfer to the county jail. He sud- 
denly sprang toward a door to es- 
cape and Sheriff Camp grappled 
with him. 

Grabbing the officer’s pistol, the 
prisoner backed off a few steps 
and fired. He fled tn an automo- 
bile. Atlanta officials sent blood- 
hounds to aid in the hunt.

Soccer promoters have been 
forced to accept the fall and win- 
ter months in order not to com- 
pete with baseball. The sport 
therefore has also had to battle 
against the handicap of the 
equinoctial storm periods and the 
cold of the winter months. 

With it all, it has slowly 
progressed; but it is still, except 
in intercollegiate circles, largely 
played by the foreign-born ath- 
letes.

diana team. The Army folks, from 
Gen. Leonard Wood down to the 
youngest substitute of the scrubs, 
were shocked at the way the Army 
was put to rout and Head Coach 
Charley Daly paraded up and down 
the sidelines nervously ‘as he 
watched the depresSing spectacle.” 

The Rockne influence and 
genius, so complemented by that 
of Dorais, had carved its first niche 
in Eastern football, a niche that was 
to grow greater and greater until 
an ill-fated airplane crashed to 
earth the other day on the Kansas 
plains, ~ 

The details of the game are al- 
most monotonous. A  Dorais-to- 
Rockne forward pass, then another 
throw from Dorais to Pliska, then 
a drive into the line by the giant 
Ray Eichenlaub as the Cadets, de- 
ployed to meet this fearsome over- 
head attack, were caught unpre- 
pared for the line plunges. 
Overlooked on All-America Teams. 
Merrillat, McEwan, Weyand, 
Jones—some great names in foot- 
ball, were included in the West 
Point lineup that afternoon. Mer- 
rillat was named by Walter Camp 
that year as a first All-America 
end. Jack McEwan, at center, was 
Camp’s first choice the next year. 
There was no Notre Dame AIll- 
America men then, although 
Rockne was named by Walter 
Eckersall on his All-Western team 
and was given a third-team ra‘gng 
by Walter Camp. Not until 1920, 
after George Gipp’s greatest sea- 
son, was Notre Dame honored with 
a first-team selection by Camp. It 
is still a notable fact that, under 
Rockne, Notre Dame football has 
not gone in extensively for All- 
America ballyhoo. The team, not 
the individual, was his credo. 

Perhaps I'm devoting too much 
space to the account of this game 
and Rockne’s part in it, but I don’t 
think so, because this contest defi- 
nitely marked the Notre Dame de- 
parture from the range of compar- 
atively obscure Western colleges 
into a national football factor. This 
was the first of three games that 
came to establish the Army-Notre 
Dame tradition that played s0 
great a part in ‘“Rock’s’” cam- 
paigns. 
And there was an instance, re- 
lated by Rockne in one of his 
Collier’s articles a few months 
ago, that presaged the strategist he 
was to become. 
“After one scrimmage,” he re- 


‘ 


hurt. On the next three plays, 
Dorais threw three successful 
passes in a row to Pliska, our right 
halfback, for short gains. On each 
of these three plays I limped down 
the field acting as if the thing 
farthest from my mind was to re- 
ceive a forward pass. After the 
third play, the Army halfback cov- 
ering me figured I wasn’t worth 
watching.

Look up the statistics and you'll 
find that Rockne teams have used 
the pass effectively, but much more 
sparingly than many other major 
elevens. The threat of the pass has 
invariably been there, but the chief 
dependence has continued to be on 
a running game that found the art 
of skillful blocking developed to 
the ultimate degree. 

That's how Marchie Schwartz 
broke away for his decisive run 
against Northwestern last season. 
That’s how Christy Flanagan broke 
up a game with Army a few years 
ago. With every man carrying out 
his assignment, the “perfect play” 
was bound to come sooner or later. 
When the team was a standard No- 
tre Darne team, that “perfect play” 
or a series of them usually arrived 
in time to clinch a victory. 


That, in a word, was Rockne

This piquant jelly is readily 
made with one tablespoon gelatine,

Soak gelatine in cold water about 
five minutes, and dissodve in syrup 
made by boiling sugar and vinegar 
five minutes. Add salt and pap- 
rika, and color green: then add 
mint leaves. Let stand five min- 
utes, strain into wet molds and 
chill. 

Mint extract may be used in- 
stead of leaves. 

Mint Sherbet. 

Make same as lemon ice, adding 
four tablespoonfuls bruised mint 
leaves to the boiling syrup. Strain 
and freeze. A delicious accom pan- 
iment to hot or cold jamb.

Foods Which Will Be Useful 
in Providing Variety in 
Spring Meals, 


Eggs a la King combine hard 
boiled eggs with canned pimento, 
shredded green pepper, sliced fresh 
or canned mushrooms, white sauce 
and a seasoning of lemon juice, 
salt, pepper and paprika. Slice the 


eggs and add to the sauce with the 
seasonings. Sautp the pimento; 
pepper and mushrooms in a little 
hyitter, add to the sauce and serve 
on toast or in patty shells. One 
cup of sauce, made as for Welsh 
rarebit described below, requires 
four eggs, one tablespoon each of 
pepper and pimento and four small 
mushrooms. 
Welsh Rarebit. 

A quickly prepared Welsh rare- 
bit, and one that will not separate, 
is made by adding one cup grated 
or finely cut cheese to one eup 
thick, well-seasoned white sauce. 
Make the sauce from three table- 
spoons butter, three tablespoons 
flour and one cup milk. Season 
with one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, one teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon prepared mustard and 
one-fourth teaspoon paprika, Stir 
in the cheese when the sauce has 
thickened and cook just long 
enough to melt the cheese. If nec- 
essary it may be kept warm over 
hot water. 

Jellied Vegetable Salad. 

Soak two tablespoons gelatine !n 
one-fourth cup cold water for five 
minutes, then dissolve in one-half 
cup boiling’ water. Cool and add 
one and one-half cups canned to- 
mato juice, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one tablespoon sugar, one 
teaspoon salt and one teaspoon 
grated onion. Next stir in one-half 
cup finely diced celery, one eup 
shredded cabbage, one tablespoon 
shredded green pepper and one cup 
canned peas. Pour into individual 
molds and set aside to chill. Turn 
out on lettuce or watercress and 
serve with mayonnaise. * Garnish 
with a slice of hard boiled egg. 

Chocolate Ice Box Cake. 

Whip one-half pint heavy ercam 
‘until stiff and sweeten it with 
three tablespoons powdered sugar. 
Have ready 15 large chocolate waf- 
ers and spread them with a gencer- 
ous layer of the cream, piling one 
wafer on top of the other. Place 
lengthwise in a pan or on a platter 
and chill in the ice box overnight 
or for at least six hours. Cut diaz- 
onally in. slices for serving and gar- 
nish with a spoonful of whipped 
cream and a red cherry. 

Escalloped Sea Food. 

This requires for four people, 
one-half pound scallops, one dozen 
small oysters and one pound fresh 
shrimp or a can of wet pack 
shrimp. Pour boiling water over 
the scallops and let simmer for five 
minutes, then drain. Boil fresh 
shrimp for 10 mintues in one quart 
boiling water, one teaspoon salt and 
one-eighth teaspoon cayenne pep- 
per. Drain, cool and remove shells. 
Canned shrimp need to be drained 
and the little black vein that runs 
along the top removed. Pick over 
the oysters to be sure they contain 
no bits of shell. Melt three table- 
spoons butter in a saucepan, add 
four tablespoons / flour and when

Foods: Which Will Be Useful 
in Providing Variety in 
Spring Meals, 


Eggs a la King combine hard 
boiled eggs with canned pimento, 
shredded green pepper, sliced fresh 
or canned mushrooms, white sauce 
and a seasoning of lemon juice, 
salt, pepper and paprika. Slice the 


eggs and add to the sauce with the 
seasonings. Saute the pimento, 
pepper and mushrooms in a little 
hyitter, add to the sauce and serve 
on toast or in patty shells. One 
cup of sauce, made as for Welsh 
rarebit described below, requires 
four eggs, one tablespoon each of 
pepper and pimento and four small 
mushrooms. 
Welsh Rarebit. 

A quickly prepared Welsh rare- 
bit, and one that will not separate, 
is made by adding one cup grated 
or finely cut cheese to one eup 
thick, well-seasoned white sauce. 
Make the sauce from three table- 
spoons butter, three tablespoons 
flour and one cup milk. Season 
with one-half teaspoon Worcester- 
shire sauce, one teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon prepared mustard and. 
one-fourth teaspoon paprika. Stir 
in the cheese when the sauce has 
thickened and cook just long 
enough to melt the cheese. If nec- 
essary it may be kept warm over 
hot water. 

‘Jcllied Vegetable -Salad. 

Soak two tablespoons gelatine in 
one-fourth cup cold water for five 
minutes, then dissolve in one-half 
cup boiling’ water. Cool and add 
One and one-half cups canned to- 
mato juice, one tablespoon lemon 
juice, one tablespoon sugar, One 
teaspoon salt and one teaspoon 
grated onion. Next stir in one-half 
cup finely diced celery, one cup 
shredded cabbage, one tablespoon 
shredded green pepper and one cup 
canned peas. Pour into individual 
molds and set aside to chill. Turn 
out on lettuce or watercress and 
serve with mayonnaise.“ Garnish 
with a slice of hard boiled egg. 

Chocolate Ice Box Cake. 

Whip one-half pint heavy cream 
until stiff and sweeten it with 
three tablespoons powdered sugar. 
Have ready 15 large chocolate waf- 
ers and spread them with a genecr- 
ous layer of the cream, piling one 
wafer on top of the other. Place 
lengthwise in a pan or on a platter 
and chill in the ice box overnight 
or for at least six hours. Cut diaz- 
onally in slices for serving and gar- 
nish with a spoonful of whipped 
cream and a red cherry. 

Escalloped Sea Food. 

This requires for four people, 
one-half pound scallops, one dozen 
small oysters and one pound fresh 
shrimp or a can of wet pack 
shrimp. Pour boiling water over 
the scallops and let simmer for five 
minutes, then drain. Boil fresh 
shrimp for 10 mintues in one quart 
boiling water, one teaspoon salt and 
one-eighth teaspoon cayenne pep- 
per. Drain, cool and remove shells. 
Canned shrimp need to be drained 
and the little black vein that runs 
along the top removed. Pick over 
the oysters to be sure they contain 
no bits of shell. Melt three table- 
spoons butter in a saucepan, add 
four tablespoons /flour and when 
well blended stir in one and three- 
fourths’ cups milk. Stir over a

SERVE SPRING LAMB 


This Delicacy Is Both Plentiful 
and Moderately Priced This 
Season. ‘ 


Spring lamb, considered by many 
epicures the choicest and most del- 
icate of meats, 4s always set aside 
as the Easter main dish, just as 
turkey is dedicated to Tranksgiv- 
ing day and goose to the Christmas 
feast, 

Easter ushers in the Spring sea- 


son. In former times it also wel- 
comed baby lambs. However, with 
the present care used in breeding 
and feeding, the lamb season has 
been extended and it is now pos- 
sible to get genuine baby lamb 10 
months out of the year. This de- 
‘licious meat has been more plen- 
tiful and more moderately priced 
this year than it has been for many 
years past. 
Lamb is considered one of the 
most healthful meats. This is 
borne out by the fact that fewer 
lambs are condemned under Gov- 
ernment inspection than any other 
class of meat animals. 
Lamb is easily digested, it also 
is palatable and nutritious and so 
for these “characteristics” it has 
reached a decidediy prominent 
place in the diet of the sick and 
convalescent, first in the form of 
broths, then later in the more 
solid diets the meat itself is served. 
The very young Spring lamb has 
a fair covering of white fat, the 
meat or flesh is a light grayish 
pink and the bones light pink, 
showing red in places. The meat 
cuts are all small, showing an im- 
mature animal. 
The fell is the thin, papery outer 
covering on th@lamb carcass. .Al- 
though recipes frequently advise 
that it be removed before cooking, 
it ismow believed, says the Bureau 
of Home Economics of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
that flavor is not affected by the 
fell. Leg of lamb keeps its shape 
better if cooked with the fell, but 
shoulder, saddle and chops are im- 
proved by its removal. Uniess a 
roast from which the fe has been 
removed is rubbed well with flour, 
it will require longer to cook than 
a piece with the fell undisturbed. 
Analyzing sheep meat, we find 
less water and more fat than in 
some other meats, “an essentially | 
equal amount of digestible pro- | 
tein” and very little refuse. 
Lamb cuts come in approximate- 
ly handy sized cuts—a leg or shoul- | 
der makes an excellent roast for | 
the average sized family. 
Serve All Cuté. 
There are many ways to serve | 
lamb besides just the leg of lamb 
or chops. These proverbial cuts 
may now be replaced by others 
‘that are far less expensive and 
still highly appealing. For in- | 
stance, boned rolled shoulder, lamb 
neck steaks, shoulder pot roast, 
flanked kidney chops, casserole of 
lamb shank, stuffed lamb’s heart, 
or boiled lamb’s tongue. |

experimental cookery and deter- 
mined as the best. The housewife 
will do well to follow them. 


According to best authorities, a 
roast should be salted before it is 
put in the oven and it should be 
placed in the pan with the fat side 
up. This allows, the fat, as _ it 
melts, to run down over the meat 
and baste it. 


Roast beef will be cooked rare 
if 16 minutes is allowed for each 
pound after the meat has cooked

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525 degrees; it will be done me- 
dium by allowing 22 minutes for 
each pound, while 30 minutes will 
provide a well done roast.

Veal Roast. 


Veal is a suitable meat for com- 
pany meals. A roast off the leg or 
a shoulder of veal are the favorite 
cuts for roasting or baking. The 
Shoulder may be boned and the 
meat rolled or the cavity made by 
the removal of the bone may be 
filled with a bread dressing or 
stuffing and the dish served with 
a rich brown gravy. 

Breaded veal cutlets also make a 
tempting main dish for a dinner. 
In preparing cutlets cut the meat 
in pieces appropriate for serving. 
Dip them in beaten egg and then in 
cracker or bread crumbs. A second 
dipping in crumbs is advised, The 
meat is fried in deep fat. 

Baked Ham. 


Wash and scrub ham in warm 
whter, soak over night. Drain and 
put on to boil with cold water 
enough to cover; boil slowly four 
to five hours or until tender. €ool 
in water in which it was boiled; 
remove skin carefully; cover with 
one cup brown sugar, one cup flour 
and one-half teaspoon pepper; add 
two cups cold water; bake in very 
hot oven 45 to 60 minutes; baste 
often. When brown on both sides 
add one cup cider or one-half cup 
vinegar and thicken gravy with two 
tablespoons flour.

COTTON TEXTILES 
SHOWING AGAIN 


Industry Grimly Going About 
Setting Its “House in Order— 
New Uses for Product. 


By the Associated Press, ‘ 

NEW YORK, Apri! 3.—Old King 
Cotton, rather grimly, is going 
about setting his house in order. 
|Back in 1921, in another business 
depression, he beat other industries 
in that job—and now, 10 years 
later, he seems to be doing the 

me thing. But the keynote is 
caution. 3 

A production in pm beagle of 
212,168,000 yards of staple, 
dium and coarse goods (the figure 
being based on the Cotton Textile 
Institute’s returns from about 70 
per cent of the industry) is less 
than the demand.” The average 
weekly production for February 
was 63,042,000, more than in any 
month since last May. February 
sales of 326,691,000 were greater 
than in any month since last Oc- 
tober. 

Stocks were only 319,328,000 
yards—the least in several years in 
the face of greater demand. Un- 
filled February ,orders were 395,- 
802,000 yards, the highést since De- 
cember, 1929. And the Institute’s 
tentative March figures show a 
definite continuing trend. 

Night work by women has been 
eliminated in 83 per cent of the 
mills. This means a much smaller 
number of mills operating at night, 
since men’s fingers are clumsy at 
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the spindles, and it would be ex- 
pensive to train them. Fewer 
hours of work mean less danger of 
overproduction. 

Cotton men also are 
hard to find new uses for 
product. Large sheets of it are 
Placed between the layers of ce- 
ment on paved roads so that one 
layer may be removed without 
damaging the other. ‘There are 
new cotton toys, chic dresses and 
bags for potatoes, oranges and 
vegetables. Throughout the South 
the people are having carnivals, 
encouraging the research for these 
new uses. aS ; 

George A, Sloan, president of 
the Cotton Textile Institute, says 
the institute has spent $250,000 
promoting cotton. He believes the 
industry has shown a remarkable 
gain, but thaf it’s still.too early for 
@ general and definite statement. 

He thinks cotton mills will be 
very careful to produce no more 
than the consumer needs; that the 
mills have thoroughly learned the 
fallacy of overproduction. 

The textile industry accounts for 
about 24 per cent of the wage 
earners: 20 per cent of the wages; 
and 16 per cent of the value of 
products. If cotton’s “movements 
are continued, it is probable that 
other textiles will follow more def- 
ini@ely than at present, with a de- 
cisive effect on all American in- 


dustry.

BILLS TO GONSERVE 
CAME IN ILLINOIS 


Measures to Protect Ducks and 
Fish Meet No Opposition So 
Far in Legislature. - 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aprile 3.— 
Several bills seeking to conserve 
game in Illinois have been intro- 
duced in the State Legislature, and 
seemingly some, possibly all of 
them, will be passed. The bill 
which has attracted most atten- 
tion, House Bill 497, introduced by 
Representative Elbert. Waller of 
Tamaroa, provides that no game 
birds, particularly ducks, may be 
killed within one-eighth of a mile 
of a natural or created feeding 
ground. It is charged by those 
backing \the bil] that wild ducks 
are being baited along the Illinois 
River and by that means are killed 
in great numbers. While. the bfll 
is still in committee, it is expectei 
to be reported within a few days. 

The movement represented by 
the bills is led by Waller and Rep- 
resentative Truman A. Snell of 
Carlinville. Up to this time no op- 
position has appeared in either 
House,

Senator Mason provides that fish- 
ing in fish preserves be limited to 
one hook and line only.

T HIS is the second and final 


age of 15 years he entered the 
Austrian navy, which culminated 
in a trip as companion to Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, heir- 
apparent. On the voyage he 
quarreled with the royal heir, 
and earned his complete enmity 
by knocking him down. The 
heir-apparent, whose. murder at 
Serajevo was the occasion for 
the World War, is described as 
a brutal scapegrace. 

The quarrel cost Leopold his 
commission in the navy and he 
was transferred to the army. 
After much controversy with the 
Emperor because of democratic 
views, the Emperor had him 
placed in an insane asylum, 
from which he was released af- 
ter three months. Previously the 
Emperor had _ forbidden his 
marriage to a cousin with whom 
he was in love. When the Em- 
peror pensioned him out of the 
army, in punishment, he decides 
to help his sister, Crown Prin- 
cess of Sarony, to elope with a 
tutor, and himself to marry @a 
commoner, so that the Emperor 
would be forced to reduce him
